He said 
that plans are unflerway to develop 
a community program with a pro- 
fessional worker assigned to work 
out of the building with the youth 
in the area. 

“The ‘Y’ doesn’t end with this 
building,” he emphasized. “‘It 
goes out into the community as 
well.”’ 

One phase of the program is al- 
ready in operation with a profes- 
sional worker, Mrs. Bruni Nettle- 
ton, working with the Spanish 
speaking people of Woburn. Fund- 
ing for the program is made 
available by the health club fees. 

The new building is located on a 
six acre site, part of which has 
already been set aside for playing 
fields and outdoor activities.

Jack Lynch, Director of the 
Activity period reported to the 
Committee that a seven period 
day had been created on Fridays 
at the High School. The added 
period created by shortening the 
length of the other periods would 
accomodate time for student ac- 
tivities. Some of the activities 
are “‘mini-sourses” while others 
are of a more social nature. Stu- 
dents will be offered a great 
variety of options to choose from 
and it is hoped that every student 
will become involved in one ac- 
tivity Or another. 

The student responsibility pro- 
gram. was also. discussed 
briefly: 


Bernard MeMahon Principal of 
the high school reported to the 
school committee as to the dir- 
ection to be taken by the High 
School for the year 1971. 

He stated that the High School 
had received from the New Eng- 
land Association of Colleges and 
Secondary Schools, a five year 
membership in the Association 
with the direction of the Asso- 
ciation that the space problem in 
the High School be resolved by 
1972. 

This places the accreditation of 
the High School in jeopardy if the 
space problem -is not resolved 
at this time.

that the High School will have to 
accomodate 125 more students 
in 1971. This would require the 
addition of 14 new teachers if 
the ideal class of 20 students 
were to be maintained. There 
is already overcrowding in some 
of the classes. It is already dif- 
ficult to accommodate art majors. 
in the coming year. He would 
also need 3 more math classes, 
5 more science classes and 2 
more social studies classes to 
meet the needs in 71 Home 
Economics is already in a cri- 
tical situation with the classes 
receiving only half of the “lab” 
experience necessary. 

Mr. McMahon and Mr. Pierce 
had gone over several alterna- 
tives to alleviate some of the 
space problems. 

The first was a proposal for 
double session in the High School 
with grades 11 and 12 attending 
class in the morning and 9 and 10 
attending an afternoon session. 


Running the school on the present 
schedule but with a “staggered 
day”’ was another option. Elimin- 
ating lunches on a “staggered 
Program™ would add four new 
classes. Cutting back the elec- 
tive program and concentrating 
on subject and number of credits 
needed to graduate is another 
alternative. 

Double sessions in the Interme- 
diate Schools with the 7th and 8th 
grades attending the morning 
and grade 9 in the afternoon would 
be another consideration. 

‘This will not win me a popularity 
contest, but they are the only al- 
ternatives as I see them. he said. 

At this point Mr. McMahon 
stated that he would have to in- 
clude another alternative ‘‘of 
providing a straightjacket for the 
principal” to the list. 

Pierce stated that the electives
